“Verdict Means Laws of 
United States Must Be 
Observed by Citizens of 
All Belligerents,” Says At- 
torney Wood. 


New York, December 2.—Three high 
officials and a subordinate officer of 
the Hamburg-American line were found 
guilty tonight in federal court here of 
having violated the laws of the United 
States in sending coal and other sup- 
plies to German cruisers in the south 
Atlantic in the first few months of the 
Buropean war. The jury returned a 
verdict of guilty on each of two in- 
dictments. 

The specific charge against the de- 
fendants was conspiracy to deceive and 
defraud the United States. The max- 
imum penalty for each ingjctment is 
two years imprisonment dad $10,000 
fine. A date for passing sentence will 
be designated tomorrow. 4 

The jury is reported to have taken 
one ballot after several hours of dis- 
cussion of the evidence. The jury was 
given the case at 2:40 o’clock this after- 
noon. Its foreman, George W. Palmer, 
announced the verdict seven and one- 
fialf hours later. 

Defendants Will Appeal. 

An appeal, it-seemed certain tonight, 
will be made to the federal court of 
appeals, and in case the verdict is up- 
held;|to the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. In the meantime the de- 
fendants probablyy will remain at lib- 
erty under $5,000 bail each.

The four defendants took the verdict 
calmly. After the jury had filed out 
Dr. Buenz turned to Kotter, sitting at 
his left, and rising, shook hands. “Auf 


wiedersehen!" he said, and Kotter 
echoed the words. Hachmeister sat si- 
lent. Poppinghaus, tall, athletic, 
youngest of the four, rose to his full 
height and smiled. 

“I do not care,” he said in broken 
English. “This is not the last word.” | 


Defendants’ counsel was silent as to 


the verdict. Roger B. Wood, the assist- | 


ant United States district attorney who 
cOhducted the government's case, said: 
“his verdict means only one thiig— 
that the laws of the United States must 
be observed by citizens of all the bel- 
ligerent powers; that if our laws are 
volated by them and the American gov- 
ernment finds it out they will be prose- 


cuted.”

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ALL FRENCH ARMIES 
NOW UNDER JOFFRE 


Named Supreme Comman- 
der of All the Forces Save 
Those in North Africa and 
Various Colonies. , 


Paris, December 2.—General Joffre 
has been appointed é¢ommander-in-chief | 
of all the French armies, except those 
in North’ Africa, including Morocco | 
and dependent ministry colonies. Presi- 
dent Poincare signed the decree todaf. : 

The appointment was made on the) 
recommendation of Minister of War 
Gallieni, who in a report to President 


Poincare, said: ‘ 

“By the decree of October 28, 1913, 
the government charged with the vital 
interests of the country alone has the 
right to decide on the military policy. 
If the struggle extends to several 
frontiers it alone must decide which is 
the principal adversary against whom 
the majority of the forces shall be di- 
rected. It consequently alone con- 
trols the means of action and resources 
of all kinds and puts them at the dis- 
posal of the generals commanding in 
chief in the different theaters of op- 
erations. 

“The experience gained, 
from the present operations, 
are distributed over -several fronts 
proves that unity of direction, in- 
dispensable to the conduct of the war, 
can only be assured by the presence 
at the head of all of our armies of a 
single chief; responsible for the mili- 
tary operations proper. 

“With that object in view I submit 
to your high* approval the decrees at- 
tached.” : 

Two decrees accompanied the report, 
one creating the post of commander- 
in-chief of the French armies, and the 
other appointing General Joffre, “com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies of the 
northeast,” to the new supreme com- 
mander.

Pro- 
vided none of these are found upon 
him, he will be given full access to the 
prison to bestow gifts to all the good 
prisoners who desérve them.

Lansing Disclaims 
All Responsibility 
For Ford Expedition 


Party to Carry No Creden- 

tials From State Depart- 
, ment, and No Passports to 
Countries at War. 


Washington,’ Decerbder 2.—Several 
European nations, neutral as well as 
belligerent, have inquired of the United 
States concerning the status of the 
peace party to sail in vessels char- 
tered by Henry Ford. To each Secre- 
tary Lansing has replied that the 
American government not only has no 
connection with the expedition, but as- 
sumes no responsibility for any activi- 
ties or negotiations of those engaged 
in the movement. 

The fact that Mr. Ford had con- 
ferred with President Wilson before 
starting his movement to end the Euro- 
pean war gave some ambassadors and 
ministers here the impression that the 
Washington government might have 
some connection with it. It became 
known tonight that. since the publica- 
tion of the plans of the party the state 
department has been receiving in- 
quiries, most of them informally 
through embassies and legations. Sec- 
retary Lansing has explained that the 
party would carry no credentials from 
the state department, and did not dif- 
fer from any other body of Americans 
traveling in: Europe. 

Applications for passports by mém- 
bers of the expedition have been sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny, and pass- 
ports have been granted only for travel 
in neutral countries. Seventy-five 
were issued today, In several in- 
Stances passports were refused be- 
cause of improperly prepared applica- 
tions or because the applicants were 
‘not Americans. 

Rules of the department prohibit the 
‘issuance of passports to persons who 
desire to. visit belligerent countries 
unless they state business Of an abso- 
lutely necessary and urgent character. 
Officials class ¥he members of the par- 
ty as tourists. 

At the British embassy today it was 
indicated that without passports in 
proper form no one would be permit- 
ted to. land in Great Britain from the 
Ford ships. .

The conference today had before it 


a proposed amendment to the rules sub- 
mitted by Senator Owen’s special com- 
mittee. As agreed upon by the commit- 
tee yesterday, the new rule would have 
made it possible for the majority to 
insist upon a vote on a bill within two 
days. Wefore it was presented to the 
conference today it was revised to pro- 
vide that no senator should speak more 
than one hour on a measure after the 
senate should decide that filibustering 
tactics were being employed. 

Senators Owen, Williams and Walsh 
spoke in support of the rule. They 
maintained that the senate was not a 
continuing body and that it would be 
necessary to adopt new rules next Mon- 
day.

A TRAIL BLAZER NEEDED! 

It used to be the case that when Atlanta 
wanted a big thing every known municipal 
interest united in the effort to get it, and 
get it quickly. Once agreement had been 
reached that the thing was good, there was 
no cessation of effort at any point short of 
achievement. There may have been differ- 
ences of opinion as to method, but these 
were soon reconciled and harmonious effort 
was bent to the carrying out of Atlanta’s 


cherished plans. 


But with regard to Atlanta’s university 
high ‘school, which everybody ‘admittedly 
wants, it would seem that the city is today 
most imperatively in need of a trail blazer. 
There is nobody who denies that the city 
wants and needs the institution, but so far 
we are sadly lacking in the man or set of. 
men who can point the way to it. 

The Fulton county commissioners in- 
sist that the university high school ought 
to be built, and is ready to lend its co-opera- 
tion and support, but it enters’ objection to 
the proposed location on Tenth street—a 
part of Piedmont Park, yet cut off from it: 
by a steep declivity—but its objection is to 
the proposal of a spetific site; it is in ac- 
cord with the ‘project, heart and soul. 

Thea, why not some other site? 

Why would it not be most appropriate 
for some of the objectors to the proposed 
site to offer another and possibly more 
satisfactory solution of the problem? If not 
the objectors, why is there no official body 
in Atlanta which can rise to the emergency? 

Atlanta is poor indeed in officials and in 
administration ifshe cannot offer satisfac- 
tory and adequate solution to a problem of 
this sort. Never before in her history hds 
there been a time when Atlanta threw up 
her hands in the spirit of surrender because 
of opposition to a first proposal. 

There is some good obtainable place to 
put this university high school, and it is 
Atlanta’s duty to find it, and find it now. 
She cannot afford to quit because opposi- 
tion has set barriers before what some of 
us may have considered a happy proposal. 

Failure to act now in the essential mat- 
ter of location means the loss of one to 
two years in the carrying out of the great 
plan—the foremost step in educational ad- 
vancement the city has ever taken—which 


should have been consummated long before 
now.

Holds That Atlanta 
/ Caught a Bear by Tail 
if In Port Rate Contest 


Editor Constitution: The people of Geor- 
gia who, in the memorable -campaign oo 
1906, declared in favor of a general revision 
of freight rates to and from the ports\of 
Georgia, and the removal of all unjust dis- 
criminations, will find, upon careful investi- 
gation of the order of the interstate co 
merce commission No. 3866, dated April I 
1914, a most emphatic approval of those de 
mands; and ajso a very positive indorsement) 
of the several decisions of the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia in %909, and previous 
years upon the great question -of “Port 
Rates.” j 

In 1906 the democratic party in conven- 
tion assembled in Macon, among other things, 
proclaimed the following demands: 

“We condemn these excessive and dis- 
eriminating port rates as unjust, and we de- 
mand an immediate righting of these wrongs. 
The rivers and harbors of Georgia should 
be-a factor in fixing the rates exacted of 
the people of Georgia. It is the duty of the 
commission to demand of the transportation 
companies, rates based upon our proximity 
to the sea.” 

The revised rates, which go into effect 
January 1, 1916, pursuant to the order above 
cited, are a literal compliance with the above 
quoted demands, and a realization of the 
Green at the,University of Georgia October 
hopes of those who labored in 1906 for state- 
wide reduction in port rates. 

An address delivered by Mr. Lincoln 
21, 1915, most lucidly explains the order 
of the commission; showing that of 2,000 
shipping points in Georgia by far the great- 
er number will receive Jower rates, and but 
sy bad towns have very imaterial increase of 
rates. 

In 1909 only two cases, called port-rate 
cases, were heard bx the Georgia commis- 
sion, and both cases were decided adversely 
to the Atlanta firms making request for low- 
er port rates. 

Commissioner H. Warner Hill, in yoting 
against lower rates for Atlanta, said: 

“This is the third or fourth time the 
writer has been called on to pass officially 
upon this precise question of ‘Port Rates.’ 
To grant complainants’ prayer and give re- 
duced rates to Atlanta alone, would, in my 
judgment, be to discrimimate in favor of 
‘Atlanta as against other Georgia cities.” 

S McLéndon, then chdirman of the 
Georgia commission, said, in voting against 
lower port rates for Atlanta: 

“The case made is one, in this respect, 
entirely within the jurisdiction of the inter- 
state commerce commission. If the reduc- 
tion asked for by Atlanta is made, it should 
be made correspondingly to every other point 
in the state of Georgia.” 

Soon thereafter the interstate commerce 
commission began an investigation of these 
rates, which continued three years, their 
findings and conclusions being set forth at 
Srest length in the Order No. 3866, April, 
914, under which order new tariffs will be- 
eome effective January 1, 1916. : 

This order of the commission removes dis- 
criminations against over one thousand Geor- 
gia towns, which have been paying higher 
rates than specially-favored cities situated 
a greater distance from the ports. 

After ten years’ patient waiting the hun- 
dreds of small towns in Georgia will have 
their rates lowered; their new rates being 
based upon their distance from the ports. 

The interstate commerce commission hav- 
ing adopted the broad principle that “near- 
ness te the ocean and rivers,” or distance 
from the ports shall in future, form the basis 
for fixing rates for interstate freight, in lieu 
of the old system of arbitrarily named basic 
centers, what will our Georgia railroad com- 
mission do when they are asked to adopt 
the same rule as to intrastate business? 

Can they refuse to “ccept the principle 
adopted by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, whose orders are the supreme law 
of the country as to rates of freight between 
the. states? 

To refuse to apply the same principle to 
intrastate rates, the Georgia commission 
must reverse four decisions made by.it in 
the past; and abandon the demands of the 
Macon platform that rates should be “based 
upon our proximity to the sea.” : 

Géorgia’s hundreds of small towns will 
on January 1 receive as a New Year's gift 
from the interstate commerce commission 
the state-wide revision of port rates, for 
which they have waited ten yeara The new 
tariff. of 1916 simply means that the day of 
“special privileges’ in freight rates, has 
passed; and that all points will receive the 
rates to which their location entitles them, 
without discrimination against other points. 

Naturally, those cities, and large firms, 
who have enjoyed “special privileges,” and 
have grown great thereunder by reason of 
the discrimination against smaller towns, 
will oppose the loss of these special advan- 
tages so long enjoyed. 

This statewide revision of rates, which is 
in conformity to the demands of 1906 in 
Georgia, comes not from those who. prom

ADJUTANT GENERAL WILL NAME 
ADVISORY BOARD IN JANUARY 


*In pursuance of his announced plan to 
hold down the expenses of the military de- 
partment within the limited appropriation of 
the general assembly, Adjutant General J. 
Van Holt Nash announced yesterday that he 
bgt name an advisory board early’ in January 
next. 

The adjutant stated that while he had 
no kick coming against the general assembly, 
the fact remains that the $30,000 given his 
department by the extra session of the leg- 
islature is about $15,000 short of the actual 
operating expenses of the department. 

“If that’s the way the legislature wants 
this department run,” he said, “I will run 
it that way. Something's got to come off 
somewhere. At the completion of this year 
Il intend to name an advisory board, com- 
posed of leading military officers of the 
state to meet and confer with me as to what 
can be most easily spared with least injury 
to the department.” f 

The adjutant general did not say that he 
intends abolishing any companies of the 
state national guard, but he did state that 
he “would rather have fewer men efficiently 
taken care of than a large number taken 
care of in a haphazard manner.”’ 

The-adjutant general states that the ap- 
propriation leaves the department in the 
same fix it has been in for a number of 
years; that is about six months behind in 
expenses, and he further stated that it is 
his plan to remedy this situation in some 
manner. 


GOVERNOR FINDS HE HAS $10,000 
FOR AUDITOR INSTEAD OF 

The governor discovered yesterday that 
the -bill providing for the expenses of an 
auditor to go over the department accounts 
at the statehouse gives him $10,000 for this 
purpose, instead of $5,000, as had been in- 
tended? 

The governor, however, plans to use only 
$5,000 of this amount. 

The provision for an auditor is included in 
the appropriation for the upkeep and ex- 
penses of the statehouse and mansion, and 
provides for $5,000. This appropriation, how- 
ever, is for both 1916 and 1917, which would 
mean that the governor could use $5,000 for 
an auditor in each of these years. He is 
construing the bill to mean, though, that the 
hy geal intended for him to use only 


000. 

He has not yet appointed an anditor, 
although applications,and recommendations 
for the place are c in at the rate of 
about twenty per He will not make 
the appointment until he has conferred with 
Senator Jolin D. Walker, of Sparta, author of 
the resolution calling for an auditor. This 
conference will likely be held next week, 
when Senator Walker ¢xpects to be tn At- 
lanta, and the governor will be governed 
largely by Senator Walker's recommenda- 
tion in the matter of the appointment of aun 
auditor. .

This they con- 
tended they had a right to do, They 
denied all intent to deceive or defraud 
the American government and said they 
sought to deceive. only the enemies of 
yermany. 

Boy-Ed Directed Expenditures. 

During the trial it developed that 
Captain K. Boy- German naval at- 
tache at Washington, had directed the 
expenditure of $750, 000 additional which 
was sent here from Berlin in August, 
1914. The government charged that 
virtually the entire $750,000 was spent 
in furtherance of plans to aid German 
warships at sea, under the supervision 
and with the knowledge of Captain 
Boy - Ea.

One of the largest and most beauti- 
ful electrical signs in the city, and one 
which has attracted much . attention 
during. the past week, while so many 
Atlantans are interested in the big elec- 
trical display in the Healey building, 
is the sign just erected a.few weeks 
ago for the Carter Electric company, 
at 72 North Broad street. 

The sign, with its twinkling and 
dazzling effect, is just around the cor- 
ner from the big display, and attraegs 
thousands of passersby from dusk until 
11 o’clock at night.
